Women's 
league 
urges 
reforms 



Since the late nineteen-sixties 
when the women's liberation 
movement first assumed orga- 
nizational form, Montreal has 
seen various women's groups of 
different types form, split , and 
then disappear. 

The Ligue des femmes du Que- 
bec however, has a fifteen year 
history of political struggle 
against the oppression of wo- 
men. 

This past weekend, the Ligue 
held its annual congress. "Une 
femme nouvelle dans un Québec- 
nouveau", marking the celebra- 
tion of International Women's 
Day which takes place tomorrow. 

The congress, attended by 
100 housewives, working wo- 
men, students, and welfare mo- 
thers took a clear stand in op- 
position to what they consider, 
to be the primary obstacle to 
the liberation of women: capital- 
ism. 

Reports were presented to the 
plenary meeting dealing with the 
three main aspects of women's 
oppression in capitalist .society: 



the social, political and econom- 
ic. 

The assembled women passed 
a resolution to "support and 
promote the organization of a 
mass party of the working 
class", the best way to assure 
the equal participation of wo- 
men in the political life of Que- 
bec. In doing so, the Ligue re- 
jected the notion behind such 
organizations as the Women's 
Political Caucus in the US which 
seeks simply to elect female 
Democrats and Republicans and 
secure equal class privileges 
for middle class women with 
middle class men. 

The political resolution also 
called for the liberation of the 
three imprisoned union leaders 
(Laberge. Charbonneau and Pe- 
pin). The women also acclaimed 
the signing of the peace treaty 
in Vietnam and pledged con- 
tinuing support for popular and 
democratic movements around 
the world; they urged the Cana- 
dian government to make finan- 
cial restitution for its share of 
responsibility in that "immoral 
and cruel war"! The resolution 
on Vietnam also called for com- 
pensation to be paid to the vic- 
tims of the war in Vietnam by 
Canadian companies who sold war 
materials to the US. and for Ca- 
nada to recognize the Provisional 
Revolutionary Government. 

In addition, the political resop 
ution called for the 'right to self- 
determination for both the En- 
glish - and French-Canadian na- 
tions, supported the demands of 
the native people of Canada, de- 
manded the elimination of wea-

Irish 
socialists 
speak 
at McGill 



"Plain-clothed British troops 
are conducting a terrorist cam- 
paign in Northern Ireland, assas- 
sinating people on both sides to 
keep the working class divided 
and weak." In fact, the self-con- 
trol maintained by the people in 
the face of continual provocations 
by troops in uniform is amazing 
and it's a miracle that there has 
not been a greater loss of proper- 
ty and life." These comments 
were made by three members of 
the Fintan Laior Republican Club. 
•s newly formed. Montreal-based 
affiliate of the Official wing of the 
I.R.A, during a panel discussion 
held in Molson Hall, Monday night 

Tom McAteer. Hugh MacCor- 
mack and Dave O'Reilly also des- 
cribed how British troops are 
being trained in Canada and the 
US in anticipation of massive ur- 
ban unrest in Northern Ireland. 
Mock-ups of Irish streets have 
been built in Nova Scotia, Alberta 
and North Carolina for this pur- 
pose. 

The eloquent, panelists were 
highly critical of the way the 



Northern Ireland situation is 
being treated in the North Amer- 
ican press, claiming that news- 
papers here merely repeat slant- 
ed British news reports. "The 
British propaganda machine has 
continually attempted to cloud the 
real issues, twisting a question 
of basic democracy to one of re- 
ligious feuds and unity." Mr 0' 
Reilly said. MacCormack des- 
bribed how newsmen who are un- 
sympathetic to the British point 
of view, such as the Swedes and 
Italians, are repeatedly denied 
the right to cover events in North- 
ern Ireland. 

Emphasising the importance of 
the past to understanding the pre- 
sent situation. Mr McAteer gave 
a brief history of British invol- 
vement in Ireland. The relation- 
ship between Ireland and England 
has always been one of colonizer- 
colonized, he said, with the Bri- 
tish continually ' attempting to 
break down the identity of the 
Gaelic people. "However",, he 
said, "on account" of the close 
geographical proximity of Ire- 
land to Britain, this process of 
colonization has continually been 

arrested." . _

pons of mass destruction and 
urged democratic solution to the 
language question. 

In the social resolution, the 
Ligue called for legislation to 
guarantee industrial - and com- 
munity-centered 24-hour child 
care, "paid for by the govern- 
ment: the elimination of dis- 
crimination against women in 
education and employment: the 
dissemination of birth control 
methods and information: free 
maternity care: abortion on de- 
mand and adequate facilities to 
meet this demand: low-cost 
housing: effective rent control: 
a guaranteed annual income for 
one-parent families: the lower- 
ing of food prices by govern- 
ment controls to eliminate prof- 
iteering at processing and mer- 
chandising levels, and the nation- 
alization of Bell Canada. 

The economic resolution 
adopted by the plenary session 
called for equal pay for equal 
work.. and for the end to eco- 
nomic discrimination against 
married women by the Unem- 
ployment Insurance Commission. 
The trade unions were called 
upon to intensify their efforts to 
unionize women workers. 

"We consider that the unity 
and solidarity of the working 
people and all democtatic peo- 
ple require that men and wo- 
men recognize that they share 
common economic interests in 
their struggles against exploita- 
tion, and that they should co- 
operate at all levels, in the fac- 
tory, the trade unions, the home 
and in the community." 

For all those who missed the 
congress of the Ligue des fem- 
mes du Quebec, there will be a 
teach-in on "La femme - tra- 
vailleuse, ménagère" organized 
by a women's group at the Uni- 
versité du Québec, a women's 
local initiative project and a 
group of union women.

MiAteer related how the peo- 
ple have struggled against Bri- 
tain's economic exploitation for 
over three hundred years, a strug- 
gle which has resulted in the par- 
tition of Ireland, the emergence 
of the Irish Republican Army to 
protest the people from Britain's 
oppressive and aggressive troops, 
and has brought considerable em- 
barrassment to the British gov- 
ernment. "In fact." he said, 
"one of ; the firtt truly fascist 
states was the Northern Ireland 
state, with 42*;; of the people being 
repressed by laws that make the 
War Measures Act look like 
a garden party." 

They described the two possi- 
ble forms of government that may 
evolve in the North. First, a sec- 
tarian or fascist regime could 
develop, similar to UDI. which 
would be uncomfortably close to 
Britain. Secondly, as the North 
is the most "sophisticated" part 
of Ireland, a far left type of sta- 
te could emerge. "Can you ima- 
gine a little red star in the cen- 
tre of the E.E.C, so close to 
Britain, which is frequently vis- 
ited by Russian ships?" one spea- 
ker speculated. 

"Ireland, like Canada, is dom- 
inated economically by a close 
neighbour, and is engaged in the 
international struggle against ca- 
pitalist monopoly," Mr. MacCor- 
mack said. He also stated that 
the situation in Ireland is taking 
a more political colour and that 
a complete" change in the govern- 
ments of both the North and the 
South is absolutely necessary. 
"This is no longer a question of 
civil rights." he maintained. 

All three members were highly 



critical of the Eire government, 
calling it "Britain's brainchild" 
and pointing out that in the past 
three and a half-years not a sing- 
le initiative has come from the 
"docile" South to seek to ease 
conditions -except platitudes. The 
South doesn't want to hurt its 
relationship with Britain, its pri- 
mary trading customer, and con- 
tinues to allow itself to be exploi- 
ted by Britain. "Neither IRA 
wing recognises the Southern gov- 
ernment." one panelist said, "A 
settlement will only come when 
both governments in the North 
and South are abolished, British 
troops leave the North and an in- 
dependent socialist republic is 
formed. Unification is out of the 
question." he concluded. 
" • N.B. The Finton Lalor He- 
publican Club recommends a 
play called "Bally Gombeen Beq- 
uest", which is being performed 
April 13 at the Smith Auditorium.

A Science student on ASUS 
Sir, 

I have previously had trouble 
in dealing with ASUS, and cur- 
rently support the campaign to 
separate it into a Science Un- 
dergraduate Society, and an Arts 
Undergraduate Society. This is 
due to the need to generate in- 
terest among science under- 
graduate students in McGill cam- 
pus life - a function in which 
ASUS has pitifully failed. Arts 
students, I do not think, liave 
been fairly represented by ASUS 
either, and would also benefit 
by an autonomous, uncorrupted 
society organized to fulfill their 
wishes. 

One point reiterated to support 
the continuation of ASUS is the 
fact that Arts and Science stu- 
dents take subjects not only in 
their own faculty, but in the oth- 
er one also. The administration 
of McGill recognized this fact, 
but still saw fit to separate them 
into two distinct faculties. I be- 
. lieve -the needs- -and wishes of

arts and science students are 
diverse enough to warrant sep- 
aration of the ASUS, and subs- 
tantial benefits will be attained 
by all involved. 

One of the main reasons for 
the failure of ASUS to interest 
and stimulate science students 
was their lack of advertising 
specifically in science buildings, 
"up the hill", and on the ex- 
treme lower campus (Otto 
Maass, Bumside Hall, and 
F.D.A.). They consistently claim 
"well-advertised positions" 
were available come election and 
policy time, but this advertising 
was non-existent in science 
buildings, and election booths 
were conspicuously absent. 
There is a difference in attitude 
and interest of the students "up 
the hill", from those on the gen- 
eral lower campus, and Uiis can- 
not be ignored. A Science Un- 
dergraduate Society could, I be- 
lieve, instigate science students 
into participating actively in or- 
ganized events. ASUS has not 
previously provided any social 
events, and now that some of us 
are questioning its structure and 
function, Susan Ackerman has 
announced that they are planning 
an ASUS week this year. I won- 
der if it will come off. and if it 
does, how much of a. success it 



will be! 

• ASUS claims it has done its 
share for the science students 
with the new installation of 
vending machines in the Stewart 
Building, and its operation of 
the machines in the Mclntyre 
Building. The machines were put 
in Stewart upon request of the 
building director when under- 
graduates were deprived access 
to the facilities of the fifth floor 
lounge in that building, and they 
provide a limited service only. 
As for the machines in Mcln- 
tyre. they are continually out of 
order. No change machines for 
anything larger than 25 cents 
are available in those two build- 
ings. 

Another claim of ASUS is the 
amount of money granted to 
science-oriented societies. I am 
involved in the two largest 
science undergraduate societies 
as an executive member, and to- 
gether we only received $850.00: 
$450.00 for the Pre-Med Society 
• a 'reduction over last year's 
budget; and $400.00 for the Mc- 
Gill Biology Students' Union. 
This is $850.00 for science stu- 
dents out of the -$51,500.00 in 
the total ASUS proposed budget.

$1200.00 unspecified ASUS hon- 
orarium. Does this justly rep- 
resent the science student? One 
of the many discrepancies no- 
ticed in the ASUS budget was 
that $200.00 was set aside for 
investigating the possibility of 
publishing a course evaluation 
handbook, but the McGill Biology 
Students' Union - who have car- 
ried out the biology course eva- 
luation with widely-published 
results - was never consulted. 
This means that this was anoth- 
er well-spent few hundred dol- 
lars! This audited budget is sup- 
posedly easily attainable, but it 
took us over three weeks to ob- 
tain a copy of it. 

Not only were the budgets 
small, but they were extremely 
late!! They were not released 
until the end of January. By this 
time, the first term and one- 
third of the second term were 
over, and our societies had had 
very few, if any activities due to 
the' lack of funds. Left with only 
two-thirds of the second term, 
we are now expected to plan all 
our activities and interest peo- 
ple in our society for executive 
positions for next year. This is 
unfair, and totally unnecessary. 
Besides ruining membership to 
the society, this type of beha-

viour destroys whatever inte 
rest may have been active in the 
societies. The primary problem 
was the judicial committee in- 
vestigation of the ASUS election 
irregularities. The election was 
undemocratically run. and 
science students could not 
achieve any positions of power 
to represent the science faculty 
adequately. People are now sug- 
gesting that the structure of 
ASUS is satisfactory, and it is 
onlv the present executive that 
has" failed. I think that I have 
provided enough evidence to 
show that not just the executive 
but the function of ASUS is ob- 
solete. 

It now takes five years fol- 
lowing high school to obtain a 
Bachelor's degree. This extra 
vear at McGill will allow for 
further specialization of "the arts 
and science students into their 
respective studies. This division 
in studies will create the need 
for separate societies to interest 
upper year students, and two 
separate undergraduate repre- 
sentations are consequently re- 
quired.

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The budget: losing friends

The Trudeau government rolls merrily 
on, apparently in power until another elec- 
tion campaign or until it loses a vote oi 
confidence. 

With high unemployment and spiralling 
costs rampant throughout the country, the 
government needed an economic respite. 
So, in an attempt to re-win friends and in- 
fluence people. Trudeau and his cohorts 
turned to the finance department, and mi- 
nister John Turner brought down his se- 
cond budget of the current fiscal year. The 
budget seems to have mollified the opposi- 
tion, lor the time being al least. 

Turner claims that the budget will involve 
a five per cent decrease in personal in- 
come taxes, and will provide a guaranteed 
$100 a month to pensioners. He also pro- 
poses to reduce corporate taxes from 50 to 
40 per cent while also enabling businesses 
to make accelerated write-otfs on depre- 
ciating equipment. 

Another major feature of the budget was 
the introduction of indexing for personal 
taxes. Under the old system the tax on 
$10.000 might be 15 per cent. As the 
earner's salary changed, so did his tax 
rate, but not necessarily in proportion to 
his new income. If for instance, he recei- 



ved a 100 per cent raise to $20,000, his 
tax rate might have risen to 25 per cent 
- which meant an increase in real income 
of only 66 per cent. As a result of this 
new indexing, taxes will automatically rise 
as the cost-of-living docs. So the govern- 
ment will, in effect, lose control of a vital 
part of the tax system. 

Although it has appeased the opposition 
for the present. Turner's budget has many 
drawbacks. For one thing, it is definitely 
not expansionary enough. At a time of 
such vast unemployment, the budget is far 
too conservative. "A deficit of $925 mil- 
lion is not enough to get the country out' 
of unemployment," said Eric Kierans. a 
former Liberal cabinet minister, who now 
teaches economics at McGill. "The govern- 
ment has been influenced by unjustified 
fears of inflation. The net debt is only 20 
per cent of the GiNP. which is far too small 
for the situation that we are in. Even with 
the impetus provided by the budget, we will 
still have six per cent unemployment.' 
Kierans voted NOP in the last election. 

It is clear that the size of the public 
debt should be no constraint on government 
spending and on the reduction of taxes as 
well. To achieve full employment or close 
to it, the government will have to be wil- 
ling to receive less and pay out more. 

The government is trying to do a patch 
job on the economy. Turner has claimed 
that his budget will produce 300.000 new 
jobs. But he conveniently obscured the 
truth. With normal growth of the economy, 
the expansion of employment will add 250.- 
000 jobs independently of the budget. There- 
fore, at best, the total effect of the budgei 



will be the creation of 50.000 jons. 

The actual tax-cut will only be two per 
cent, and not five per cent as Turner stated. 
In his budget of last May. Turner proposed 
a three per cent increase in personal taxes. 
This increase was supposed to be passed 
this year. But because of the Liberal par- 
ty's perilous position, he would not have 
had a hope in hell of passing it. So he 
just cancelled the increase and then low- 
ered taxes by two per cent. By his logic 
this is a five percent decrease. 

Commenting on the budget. McGill Eco- 
nomics Department Chairman J. C. W'eldon 
said. "Every statistic directed to unem- 
ployment was given except by how much 
they'll reduce unemployment. They never 
tell" us this key statistic because we proba- 
bly wouldn't like what we heard." W'eldon 
believes that this is the best oi a bad series 
of budgets, but only because it is neutral. 
"It might solve one-filth of the problem 
at best, but it only saves us Horn lurlher 
deterioration. What we need is a real re- 
form, one which would place a new set oi 
high officials in the finance department." 

The Trudeau government has never told 
us what it' considers to be an acceptable 
level of unemployment (or employment 
either for that matter). "We can't judge 
the success of the new program if they 
don't make their plans public." said Sid 
Ingerman, a McGill economics professor. 

Ingerman contrasted Canadian econo- 
mic policies with those of Sweden. "The 
Swedes panicked when unemployment in 
their country reached 2.6 per cent " he 
said. But they also have climatic problems 
and seasonal variations. Despite this. 2.6 



per cent was considered very high unem- 
ployment. Ingerman feels we need a na- 
tional policy based on the development oi 
manufacturing industries to expand employ- 
ment and to obtain the maximum from our 
national resources ". 

If the government is to survive ano- 
ther vote ol confidence, it will have to pass 
the pension increases soon. It could try 
to pass them along with .the corporate tax 
reductions, but this would be political suici- 
de. Daviu Lewis, whose party is reallv 
running the government, has stipulated al- 
most too clearly that he will never support 
the Liberals if they attempt to reduce cor- 
porate income taxes. 

"The question of corporate taxes is 
a waste." said Weldon. ' It is a rich ver- 
sus poor thing and there is no equity in it. 
Equity should come through income taxes. 
With unemployment, the write-offs are inei- 
ficient. We're just taking taxes away from 
one resource and giving them to someone 
else. 

Trudeau s government has been a dis- 
aster because of its economic and financial 
policies. The Finance Department couldn't 
have done a better job ot making the govern- 
ment look sick if it were composed oi 
agents of the PC's. 

Weldon mused that with the advent oi 
Turner's new budget "vice has given way 
to hypocrisy". The government will have 
to do a more convincing job of showing that 
it is truly concerned with solving some oi 
Canada's' problems if it wants to continue 
to run the show.

Repression of Iranian students 



In the McGill Daily of February 13, 
1973, an article appeared about Babak 
Zahraie, an Iranian student who is fighting 
deportation from the United States. Zah- 
raie's political ideas have displeased the 
US government, and should he be deported, 
he may well face prison in Iran. 

The article went as follows: "Located 
in the heart of the Middle East, with bor- 
ders on the Persian Gulf, Iran has been 
one of the largest recipients of American 
military and police aid in recent years. 
Richard Helmes, the CIA director and 
coordinator of all intelligence program- 
mes during the first Nixon administration, 
was recently appointed US ambassador to 
Iran." 

In addition to what was said in Uiat ar- 
ticle, there are some other points to be 
mentioned >n order to shed more light on 
the appointment of Helmes. 

While the US government puts heavy 
control on exploitation of her own oil re- 
serves, the Shah of Iran, the well-known 
puppet of US imperialism, takes pride in 
having a high rate of oil exportation in the 
world. 

"No one can tell us how much or how 
little oil to extract from our wells," he 
claims. "The Consortium companies could 
adopt either one of two options, they can 
join the long queue of buyers wishing to 
purchase Iranian oil, or the Consertium 
member companies can alternately nego- 
tiate long term purchase agreements with 
Iran now". 

Besides these long term agreements 
which the US has ordered its puppet the 
Shah to accept; Iran must give all its oil 
income back through purchasing military 
equipment from US producers ($2,000 mil- 
lion worth of. military equipment, the 
biggest single arms deal ever arranged by 
the Pentagon, announced only, two weeks 
agoi: 



The experience of the past 30 years 
shows that during any important and critic- 
al period the president of the US has ap- 
pointed one of his most experienced and 
reactionary servants to the American Em- 
bassy in Iran. Considering Iran's strategic 
location and vast oil reserves, this is 
understandable. 

The Causes of the present situation go 
back to March, 1951, when the Majiles 
(House of Commons), under the leader- 
ship of the National Front, nationalized 
the oil industry and cut off the hands of 
British Imperialism from Iran's natural 
resources. Mossadegh, the leader of the 
National Front movement, came to power. 
He set up a new economic policy for the 
country since under the pressure of the 
British and US governments, and inter- 
national monopolies, he was unable to sell 
oil. (The story of the Japanese oil tanker 
which was turned back by a British Navy 
ship at the opening of the Persian gulf is 
but one example.) Mossadegh's aim was 
to develop an economy not solely based on 
oil. 

" . ■ '■ • 

On August 22, 1953. the US succeeded in 

arranging a coup-d'etat in favour of the 
Shah who had left the country. The chosen 
person for operating the coup was General 
Zahedi, father of the new Iranian ambas- 
sador to the US (simultaneously with 
Helms). Mossadegh and the members of 
his cabinet along with the other national 
leaders were imprisoned. 

During his period of ruling. General 
Zahedi made a contract with the Consor- 
tium known as the 50-50 Contract (Sept. 
19, 1954). The shareholders of the Con- 
sortium were British Petroleum (previous- 
ly Anglo-Iranian Oil Co.i 40' < . live Amer- 
ican companies - 8% each, and two Eu- 
ropean companies, with the remaining 207r . 
The agreement was to remain in force 25 
years, and be extendable for three periods 



of five vears at the option of the Consor- 
tium. The main period came to its end in 
1969, and the Western imperialist powers 
are trying to make another deal as long 
and as beneficial as possible, in a matter 
of a few years. 

Iranian students are well aware of what 
is 'going on in their country. The Shah and 
his reactionary government, in spite of all 
their efforts, have never succeeded in 
making Iranian students indifferent and 
passive, either by means of costly propa- 
ganda or by creating a high degree of pol- 
itical repression and terrorism. 

Whenever there has been a need to op- 
pose the decisions made by the servants 
of US imperialism, students have done then- 
best, both by arranging demonstrations 
and clarifying the real reasons behind the 
decisions for the misled people. 

Time and time again the students have 
been shot dead in their demonstrations. 
Two good examples are: a) the govern- 
ment's action during the extravagant cel- 
ebrations, two years ago, of the 2,500th 
anniversary of the . founding of the Per- 
sian Empire, at the cost of the needy peo- 
ple. Several people, including students 
were executed and more than 7000 stu- 
dents were jailed, because of opposing the 
Shah's celebrations, b) The second exam- 
ple goes back to 1954, the year the Con- 
sortiun deal was under negotiation and 
three progressive students of Tehran Uni- 
versity (the capital city university) were 
shot dead in the hallway of the main build- 
ing of the Faculty of Engineering, by a 
police sergeant. 

As a result ot this political terrorism 
and to show support for the national mov- 
ements the Iranian Students Confedera- 
tion evolved. Since 1962, the Confedera- 
tion has grown to the extent that today 
some 80.000 Iranian students all around 
the world are supporting its activity. It 
is at this stage that the Shah attempts 



more than ever before to destroy the Con- 
federation. Even the "democratic" gov- 
ernments such as the US and West Ger- 
many, help their loyal servant to succeed 
in his task. Last year the activity of the 
Iranian Students Federation of Germany 
(one of the largest federations) was an- 
nounced illegal by the German government 
in a very critical period when the federa- 
tion was supporting Palestinian students. 

The number of Iranian students in the 
US is 12,000, and they have been very 
successful in making the real character 
of the Shah, as well as that of his master, 
the US, known to the public. 

Zahedi, the new Iranian ambassador to 
the US has been appointed to this position 
because of his unique character as the 
most reactionary ambassador. Because of 
his activities against their movement 
during his first period of ambassadorship 
to the US, Zahedi is very well known to 
progressive Iranian students. 

Addressing a press conference in Swit- 
zerland, Zahedi states: "The United States 
will need to import large quantities of 
liquid fuel by the end of this decade" (the 
same time as the Consortium deal ends) 
"It is natural that we should secure our- 
selves a privileged position as one of the 
main suppliers". He went on to say that 
one of his "major objectives would be to 
persuade the many thousands of Iranian 
students to go back home", and conse- 
quently to jail. 

The student, Babak Zahraie, is only one 
victim of this policy. There are hundreds 
of Iranian students confronting such dif- 
ficulties throughout the world. 

Helmes's responsibility is to control 
the national movement inside Iran by his 
experience gained during the directorship 
of the CIA, while Zahedi's responsibility 
is to control Iranian student movements 
in the US.

Resiuence Director of Gardner Hah. Ish will replace Brian 
Carr who will be leaving his post in May. alter two years as 
Director. 

Professor Ish joined the Faculty of Law last summer al- 
ter completing the requirements for his LLM degree at Os- 
goode Hall Law School, York University. A native of the prai- 
ries, he received both his BA and LLB degrees Irom the Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan. As a law student he was active in the 
campus legal aid centre and later became Director of a drug 
crisis centre and transient drop-in centre in Banff, Alberta. 

Although Ish's appointment does not officially begin until 
June, he will be involving himself immediately in the selec- 
tion of next year's staff at Gardner Hall and will be generally 
"in view" arouno the residences for the remainder ot this 
term.
